Loyalty To Blacks Best Politics 


State Senator L. Douglas Wilder of Virginia 
may be just the modern-day politician who 
has demonstrated the kind of political savvy 
which will free Blacks fram the clutches of 
exploitation by the Democratic Party and 
benign neglect by the Republicans. 

For the first time in modern history a Black 
elected official has singlehandedly deter- 
mined the destiny of his party. Much of his 
clout is due to his awesome support from the 
State's Black community, but most of it is 
derived from his political astuteness.

It 
results in people abandoning personal responsibil- 
ity, and increases a sense of isolation, depression 
and dependence. It definitely impairs mental judg- 
ment and Can cause one to go mentally insane. It 
also kills by either bursting the heart or causing it to 
stop (freeze) completely. An ex-girlfriend of mine 
was a victim of such a death from cocaine. | also 
know others who have died or been enslaved by the 
sensational powder...| personally used anywhere. 
from two to five grams of the “Tragic Magic” a day, 
depending on how much | could afford from my 
daily hustle. | was extremely caught up in this glam- 
orous whirlwind and when | finally came around to 
reality | was inside of a jail cell faced with a numer- 
ous amount of non-violent charges which were all 
drug related. 

We as a people must somehow cause the youth of 
our Black society to realize that drugs period are 
destructive to their mental & physical health. We 
must supply to the public the actual truth through 
whatever available means possible. People given 
accurate information have a chance to make posi- 
tive decisions. We must as a whole, band together 
and deglamorize the usage of cocaine. It erodes the 
ability of a free thinking people go govern them- 
selves.
